The by-laws which the council 
submitted to the ratepnyers last 
Saturday were carried by a major- 
ity of eight to one.

This sanction of the fire protec- 
tion system submitted by the coun- 
cul is very gratifying, and encour- 
aging to the councillors and they 
are now putting forth every effort 
to meet the wishes of the ratepay- 
ers. Plans have already bien pre- 
pared for the new fire hall and 
tenders are being asked for its er- 
ection. ‘Tanks are to be immedcict- 
ely sunk, and tenders for the work 
will be received up to Saturday, 
Nov. I4th. 

The ratepayers have asked for 
tire protection and the council is 
now doing its utmost to get the 
most up-to-date appliances in the 


quickest possible time.

Regina, Oct. 80.—The second 
session of the fifth legislature of 
the North-West legislative assem- 
bly was opened yesterday after- 
noon by Lieutenant Governor For- 
gel. 

The speech from the throne was 
as fellows : 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
Leyislative Assembly : 

I have much pleasure in wel- 
coming you on the occasion of the 
opening of the second session of 
the fifth legislative assembly of 
the Perritories.
